It contains the essence of 
Judaism, though not always in a form which answers to the thought of ourown age 
It isa part of the divine scheme of Revelation, but it is not without its purely 
human aspects, Itis idle to seck for every teaching of our -present civilizatioa 
within the Bible, just as it is idle to pretend that the Bible contains no indications 
of an undeveloped moral and religious sense. If the Bible were perfect, God would 
have revealed Himself all at once, and progress in religion wonld have been neither 
possible nor desirable, Modern Judaism is not responsible for ail the utter-

I venture to tay that if this could be brought 
about, a first and important etep would be taken in the direetion of the Reform 89 
urgently needed. Ecclesiasticism, I am sure, is fast killing the Synagogue as in 
the 16th eentury it was killing the Church, by causing an enervating indifference 
among ita members, Such a conference as you proposed would, if really representa- 
tive, do for the Synagogue what the Reformation did for the Church. True, we 
have no Luther amongst us-——-but as yet we have no expressel public opiuion—that 
means by which 

“Thought by thought ts piled till some great truth 

Is loosened, and the na ions echo round,” 
Anyway, if as is almost impossible, the conference did nothing more, it would at least 
save us from the indignatioa of allowing another year to pass without something 
definite being done to rid us of the Pharasaism and hypocrisy so glaringly practised 
in our mi lst,

EASTERN ROUMELIA, 


— 


In this province, the union of which with Bulgaria has created so profound 
a sensation in political circles, there are a large number of Jewish communities, 
several of whom have been supplied with schools by the Alliance Israélite. Some 
of these congregations, notably those of Eski Zaghra and Kezanlik, the centre of 
the rose growing district, were all but ruined and dispersed during the Russo- 
Turkish war ; but the majority of the Jewish residents have returned and _ re- 
built their desolated homesteads, synagogues, Yeshibas and Talmud Torah Schools. 
The most important congregation ts that at Philipopolis, the capital of the 
provinee, and the oldest is probably the community at Eski Zaghra. It dates 
back to the fifteenth century, and its cemetery contains inscriptions on tombs 
which are more than 200 years old. Prior to the war, the Eski Zaghra Jews were 
in a flourishing condition, and numbered many thousand souls. It then possessed 
a celebrated Yeshiba, where a number of enlightened Rabbis were trained, who 
now fill important posts in Turkey and Roumania. Eski Z iglora is one of the 
few communities in the province where the Jews live in perfect harmony with 
each other, and as an indication of their moral culture it deserves notice that 
whereas in Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria, Jews marry at a remarkably early age, 


in Eski Zaghra the men rarely marry before they are 25 or 50 years old. 


AN INTERESTING -DISCOVERY IN JERUSALEM. 


Our Jerusalem Correspondent writes on the 7thinst. : The aacient pavement 
of the Holy City, which has made many a European pilgrim weary and footsore, 
is to be replaced by anew and wooden pavement. You will be able to form a 
tolerably clear idea of the lethargic spirit which guides the public action of our 
authorities when [ mention that the work will not be completed for another 
fifteen years. The necessary excavations have led to an interesting discovery. 
A portion of the ancient Jewish circumvallation has been laid bare in the in 
terior of the city near the Jaffa Gate. The stones are bevelled after the ancient 
Jewish fashion, similar to those on the Western side of the Temple or the Haram 
at Hebron. 

This discovery will po doubt greatly interest antiquarians, _ As yet the Jews 
have taken little notice of it, an indifference on their part for whieh we cannot 
blame them. They look rather to the future than to the past. Having 
regard for the futur’, the question is again being anxiously asked, how long will 
the sick poor of the Jewish community be driven for medical relief to the Mis 
sion Hospital where they are only assisted on condition that they accept and 
read a copy of the New Testament. 

I hear with gratification that plans for the building of the new Rothschild 
Hospital have been prepared in Paris, and that the erection of the premises will 
s00n be commenced. Hitherto we have had for a Jewish population of about 
1,000 souls, mostly poor, but two hospitals, viz., the Rothsehild Hospital with 18 
beds, and the Bikur,Cholim with 22, in all 40 beds. Many miserable people are 
compelled to linger on in their solitude until relieved by death, and many more 
would succumb without medical treatment but for the Mission Doctor, who 
promptly and gratuitously responds to every summons, It is not meet that Eu- 
ropean Jews who every year send to Jerusalem large sums of money, a great part 
of which is wasted, should neglect those who are in real want and allow their 
souls to be snatched by the conversion-mongers. 

I hear that 30 Jewish families at Safed, Turkish born subjects, have bought 
a piece of ground onthe other side of the Jordan ata reasonable price for the 
purposes of cultivation.

Ciass EpvcationaAt Homes.—An interesting movement has been se 
on foot by the establishment of Boarding Homes, designed to offer greater facilities 
in educating the higher class of girls. It is intended to affiliate the work with 
King’s College, and to provide as many Homes as may from time totime be required. 
The Homes will be conducted by members of the staff of King’s College, the Profes- 
sors of the Royal Academy, &c.. kc. The names of several intinential Je« ish ladies and 
gentlemen figure on the list of the Committee of Reference, and the Homes will also 
be made available for Jewish girls. Further particulars may be obtained on this 
subject from Mrs. Louis Simmons, of 21, Ladbroke Gardens, Bayswater. 


THE AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL IN Jarra.—With the view of lightening the 
burden of many Russian and Roumanian Jewish families who have settled in Pales- 
tine, but who have not found room in any of the colonies, the Alliance Isra¢lite has 
determined to admit a number of children belonging to theee families into its Agri- 
cultural School in Jaffa. ‘There they will receive an agricultural or a tecbnical 
training, so as to enable them to vecome later on either agriculturists or handi- 
craftemen, The number of boarding pupi's at the school is now 50. The French 
Vice-Cunsul in Jaffa has presented to the two best pupils some handsome prizes in 


the shape of books, which he obtained for this pur, ose from the Minister of Public 
Instruction in Paris.

The Minister of Paublie Instruction has dealt another and more serious blow 
at Jewish students, by giving directions that henceforth stipends at public schools 
shall only be granted to Christian students. In St. Petersburg, the proportion of 
Jewish students is about 10 per cent; in some other towns, where the Jewish 
population is greater, the percentage is still higher. The Nowoje Wremja, which 
makes this announcement, is naturally jubilant at the latest anti-Jewish move of 
the Minister.

She sent him mere ske'etons of letters, whilst he returned to her 
m:sterly epistles which she carefully copied and forwarded to her numerous and 
distinguished correspondents, as though they were her own compositions.

THE FEAST OF. TABERNACLES. 


Tne observances connected with the coming Festival are among the 
most striking constituents of Jewish ceremonial, Our religious rites are 
always remarkable, inasmuch as they are invested with poetic significance, 
and are characterised by a quaintness sharply contrasting with the ordinary 
incidents of modern life. But none are more notable in this respeet than 
those in which the Israelite engages on the Feast of Tabernacles. The 
Palm-branch and the Suceah are emblems which. rightly expounded, appeal to 
the holiest feelings of the heart, and which ina fashion less solemn. yet effective 
withal, continue the wholesome instruction begun by the Days of -Penitence. 
Ina guise more picturesque than that in whichthe saered occasions just past 
presented i$. the same lesson of man’s frailty and his utter dependence upon 
the upholding Hand of the. Surneme is taught by the approaching Feast, 
That humanity is but as the fading flower, and all its boasted power and 
beauty possessions which may vanish in a moment with the life to which 
they are linked, is a truth enforced again and again by the solemn liturgy 
of Kippur. But it is atruth which is whispered also by the falling leaves of 
the willow and by the change that robs even the golden citron at last of some 
of its loveliness—a truth, too, which is tauglit by the tabernacle, decked for 
the brief period of rejcicing, and dismantled when it is ended—by the weak, 
insecure hut which the rain may ruin and the storm teardown. New Year's 
Day and the Day of Atonement were to turn the hearts of Israel to Heaven 
in humility and conscious dependence upon the Aumienty fér life and for 
the forgiveness without which life is naught. The influences of the succeed- 
ing Feast are to achieve'the same result. The Palm-branch and its com- 
panions typify the varied bounty of Nature ; and, while they fill the devout 
soul with thankfulness, help it to realise the truth that without the Divine 
aid even man’s greatest industry and. enterprise would be powerless to win 
the blessings it compels from the, teeming earth. The story is taken up by 
the Tabernacle in its turn. To trust ourselves to its frail shelter rather than 
to the safer protection of the strongly-built house is typically to throw our- 
selves upon the Divine protection. Butthe observances of the Feast have a 
charm besides the significance which they clothe in. so attractive a garb. 
Poetic as they are in themselves, they are still more poetic in their old-world 
character. Tabernacle and Palm-branch are, so.to speak, gleams of the sun- 
shine of centuries long past, falling for a brief space upon the gloom of this 
stern and prosaic age. Not only de we see in them glimpses of brighter 
lands lands where the citron-groves seent the air and the leaf-crowned hut 
affords sufficient shelter—but they are remnants of scenes in the far-off 
past—scenes of rejoicing which Israel's Land witnessed at the season of the 
vintage and of the final garnering of grain and fruit. -It is marvellous to 
behold these ancient episodes enacted anew in this age of ours—to see olden 
Palestine for the moment transplanted to modern England—to find the un- 
romantic merchant and the keen shopkeeper living in imagination the idyllic 
life of his remote forefathers. The contrast is striking enough. That. the 
elements of the picture are apparently so incongruous, is the reason why the 
picture is a possible one, The characteristic ceremonial of the Feast sur- 
vives because its poetry charms, atid its lessons inspire, 

It is well for Judaism that it has such allies, It owes much of its 
sway over the affections of its adherents to its abundance of picturesque cere- 
monial which sets the imagination aflame, and attracts towards it a love that 
still lives when the love for much else has perished. The truth applies 
with special force to that part of Jewish ceremonial which is associated with 
the home, The Tabernacle is a representative example. There is an out- 
ward charm clinging to the observance that gives its name to the approach- 
ing Festival, which must endear it to the least sympathetic nature. A boot! 
decked with leaves and flowers and fruit, standing in the midst of a modern 
city, the stars visible through its latticed roof, and the gentle light shed by 
its lamp shining forth into the darkness of the night—this alone is enough 
to strike the imagination, and to form a picture which the heart does not 
willingly let die, But add to this the more spiritual aspects of the scene— 


the presence of loved ones, the religious atmosphere that fills the tabernacle, 
the pious joy born of the festival, the benedictions that sanet ly both the 
booth and the feast—and we have the elements of a powerful influence on 
the side of Religion. It is an influence which is especially potent with the 
young. The picturesqueness ot thie Suecah lea Is the youthful mind captive 
at once; the. child receives from the rites associated with it an [mn pore 
sion which can searcely ever be eradicated. He is bound to. Judaism

All the domestic ceremonies of Judaism haye this power. They possess 
it because .they are linked to an unfailing source’ of | emotion. 
When a man cannot be moved By aught else, he may, yet be touched by 
reminiscences of his early home-life. The memory of a parent's love and pious 
examp.e, the recollection of the happiness and innocence of childhood, the 
thought of the days which are ne more—the days so different from the pre- 
sent, with its heavy cares, its bitter experiences, its sense of wasted oppor- 
tunities—this will find out the tender spot in the hardened heart, though 
many another appeal may have sought for it in vain. When the religious 
sentiment is interwoven in such memories it must share in their power, and 
partake of their deathlessness. The Jew loves his religious observances, not 


only hecatse they aré fall of grace and poetry, but because they remind hum 
of his childhood and all its dear associations. rallies to them when mere 
abstract precepts call to him-in vain. Tle may be hundreds of miles away 
from a Jewish community ; yethewill make the long journey in order to take 
part in the simple, childlike worship of the Seder night. He cannot forget 
how stronuly that worship attracted him when he was young, how deeply he 
rejoiced. in it, how powerfully it stirred his wonder, Nor can he forget the 
loved ones that engaged in it with him ; their teaching, hitherto. but imper- 
fectly heeded, acquires an unwonted foree—a force which is haply intensiti «1 
if death has lent its consecration to that teaching. These thoughts draw 
him again to.the quaint old ceremony ; nay, perhaps shall draw him back toa 
hetter life. 

Nor is this all the secret of the- influence exerted by Jewish Home- 
worship. Its ceremonial character endows it with a directness and a vivid- 
ness which are invaluable. Human nature must have a tangible form with 
which to invest its religious ideas. . It cannot feed on mere spiritual abstrac- 
tions ; the food is too light to nourish. But° few are content to make con- 
templation their sole act. of worship. They must: have their consecrated 
house of prayer anda ritual that reaches the soul through the gates of the 
senses, dudaism has shown its recognition of the truth by multiplying I's 
observances, and. by insisting that even home-worship shall be ceremonial. 
Hence the rare influence which domestic devotions exert upon the Jewish 
heart. There are members of other denominations who are accustomed to 
assemble their household for periodical worship. But the practice is not 
general, and probably creates but a transient impression upon those that 
take part in it. It is too formal and abstract to please or to impress, 
Among Jews domestic prayer is accompanied by rites which endow it with 
warmth and colour and life, Not only is the advent of the Sabbath wel- 
comed with a blessing, but the benediction is pronounced over the wine-cup. 
The difference may appear trivial ; but it is eminently typical. The tangible 
part of the Kiddush saves it from degenerating into a cold, lifeless rite, aml 
constitutes the secret of its present and future power. The same may be said 
of the special ceremony connected with Hanucah. The great anniversary 
might have been celebrated with a prayeror a hymn alone, But in that case tl e 
probability is that its observance would have died out long ago. The act of 
kindling the lamps night after night has kept alive the Feast, and, what. is 
more important, the memory of Maccabean heroism. All the teaching oi 
the most glorious episode in post-Biblical history has become, so to speak, 
enshrined in that simple rite. The self-sacrificing bravery of the devoted 
patriots, their contempt for every consideration save Duty, their intense love 
for Judaism, the reproof and the exhortation which their brilliant example 
breathes to those who are living far less nob'e lives—all this is conjured up 
in the mind by that one act, and but for it would inevitably have been forgotten, 


It is obvious that such rites are opportunities for instruction, which 
unaided devotions can never supply. The child gathers lessons from them 
of his own accord. He teaches himself to love a religion which has such 
attractive constituents. But the parent can use these simple, but suggestive? 
observances asthe basis ofan instruction whichis all the more lasting because its 
foundation is strong. Teach achild theoretical truths, and his mind may lose 
them for want ofa firm grasp. Associate them with attractive symbols, and he 
retains them securely because he holds the symbols fast.

A JEWISH MINISTER ON CHRISTIAN Work.—A meeting of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society was held on Thursday, the Il7th, at Wilkers'y Institute, 
Rotherham. The Rev. A. A. Green, Minister of the Sheffiell Jewish community 
was pres nt by invitation. Mr. Green said, that he responded to the invitation in 
orler to be able to claim that if any good was bing done by the dissemination of 
c pies of the Bible, gratitude was owing. to the Jewish community, which hao been 
the conservator of the word of sod. Mr Green described toa very interested andl- 
ence the methods adopted by Jewish copyists to keep the text of the Bible intact. 
and then proceeded to say, “ | notice that this Society prints the New Te-tament in 
Hebrew for the benefit of Jews, It seems to me that this is the most profitless por- 
tion of the work of this Society, while so many thousands of so-called Christians 
are totally ignorant of anythiny like religion, are sunk in the greatest depravity, 
and are «ntirely untouched by the beneficial influence of any Christian denomina- 
tion, the energies of Christian workers should bedevoted to Christianising their own 
people, rather than turning afew bad Jews into worse Christians. The Jewish 
convert is the idol of good old ladies, but he is mostly a fraud, - An insight into our 
Jewish domestic morality and an examination of the manner in which Jews \prac- 
tice the teachings of the Bible which they have preserved, will show you that you 
have more to learn from us Jews than you have to teach us,’ Mr. Green's remarks 
took the audience somewhat by surprise, but were very cordially received, and the 
ministers, who subsequently addressed the meeting, thanked Mr. Green for his frank 
suggestions, and said that they only regretted that.they were so just.
